Not quit-' so critical was the i sue 
with the teachers, for their reply 
to tho t TM’a proposal t i postpone 
their convention merely pointed out 
that it would not “deal with the in­ 
ternal unification of the Confedera­ 
tion, but of the unity of independent 
sectors of the teaching profession."

A C R O S S THE C O U N T R Y 


One of the most important ports of modem 
banking is the national network of correspondent 
relationships between banks. From one end of

Four guards v, ith machine guns were only a part of the stern-faced 
contingent which guarded half a billion dollars in gold bullion when 
it was transferred from the Philadelphia mint to the new federal 
repository at Fort Knox, Ky. The upper picture shows a truck 
leaving the mint with 78 of the precious gold burs, which weighed 
nearly a ton and a half. The 78 bars in each truck load were worth 
a million dollars. The lower photo shows the impregnable granite, 
steel, and concrete "pillbox” which Uncle Sam has built as a safe­ 
guard in case of war and against theft, From the trucks, the bullion 
• as loaded on four mail cars and it was sent to Fort Knox by the 
government's own registered mail.
